(Chap.  20.)

Constitution. 


I. 

Government. 
The  officers  of  the  Club  shall  be  a  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Secretary 
and  eight  other  members  who  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot,  at  the  stated  meeting  in 
July  in  each  year,  and  who  shall  together 
constitute  the  Board  of  Governors. 

II. 
Board  of  Governors. 
The  Board  of  Governors  shall  manage 
and  control  all  the  affairs,  property  and 
effects  of  the  Club  and  shall  enforce  the 
preservation  of  order  and  obedience  to  the 
rules  of  the  Club.  Four  of  its  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Board  shall 
meet  at  least  once  in  every  month.  All  va- 
cancies occurring  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Board  until  the  Annual  Meeting.  Any  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  may  be  removed  therefrom 
for  non-performance  of  duty  or  other  cause 
deemed  sufficient  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  whole  Board. 
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III. 

Duties  op  the  President. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors. In  case  of  his  absence  or  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  his  duties  shall  be  dis- 
charged by  the  Vice-President,  and  in  the 
absence  of  both,  by  a  chairman  chosen  by 
the  meeting.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  in  June  of  each  year  the  President 
shall  appoint  a  nominating  committee  of 
three  members  of  the  Club,  outside  of  the 
Board,  to  nominate  the  officers  and  members 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  to  be  voted  upon 
at  the  following  Annual  Meeting  in  July. 

IV. 

Duties  of  the  Treasubeb. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  accounts 
and  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the 
Club;  shall  collect  all  dues  and  make  all 
payments  and  shall  render  accounts  at  the 
Annual  Meeting,  and  at  any  time  when 
called  for  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  The 
accounts  shall  be  entered  in  proper  books 
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and  the  books  balanced  at  the  end  of  each 
fiscal  year  and  they  shall  be  open  to  in- 
spection by  any  of  the  members. 


Dtjties  of  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and 
of  the  Club.  He  shall  have  custody  of  the 
corporate  seal  and  shall  conduct  the  cor- 
respondence; give  written  notice  of  all  the 
meetings  of  the  Club  to  each  member  in 
the  United  States,  (every  notice  of  a  special 
meeting  shall  state  briefly  the  purpose  of 
the  meeting).  He  shall  keep  a  list  of  the 
members  of  the  Club  and  on  the  admission  of 
each  member  shall  notify  him  of  his.  elec- 
tion and  furnish  him  with  a  copy  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI. 

Meetings  op  the  Club. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be 
held  on  the  day  celebrated  as  July  4th,  in 
each  year,  at  12  o'clock,  for  the  election  of  the 
officers  and  the  other  members  of  the  Board 
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of  Governors  and  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board 
to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Club  upon 
the  written  request  of  ten  members  and 
such  a  meeting  may  also  be  called  whenever 
the  Board  may  deem  it  expedient  Only 
members  shall  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Club.  Twelve  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  of  which  three  shall  be  members 
of  the  Board. 

VII. 
Election  of  Members. 
Members  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  by  ballot.  Every  candidate  for 
admission  must  be  twenty-one  years  old 
and  must  be  proposed  by  one  member  and 
seconded  by  another;  but  no  member  of 
the  Board  shall  propose  or  second  a  candi- 
date. The  name  and  residence  of  the  can- 
didate, together  with  the  names  of  his  pro- 
poser and  seconder,  shall  be  inserted  at 
least  one  week  before  the  balloting  for  such 
candidate  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  the 
purpose,  the  names  of  such  proposer  and 
seconder  being  in  their  respective  hand- 
writing or  in  that  of  the  Secretary.     This 
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book  shall  always  be  open  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  members.  The  name  of  the 
candidate,  and  of  his  proposer  and  seconder, 
shall  also  be  posted  on  the  Club  bulletin 
board  for  one  week  before  the  ballot.  The 
ballot  shall  not  be  effective  unless  all  present 
vote  in  favor  of  the  candidate.  No  person 
shall  become  a  member,  when  elected  as 
herein  provided,  until  he  shall  have  paid  an 
initiation  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars  and 
the  dues  for  the  current  year.  The  pay- 
ment of  the  initiation  fee  shall  entitle  him 
to  one  share  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Club. 

VIII. 
Capital  Stock. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  Club  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  and 
shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  for  which  certificates  shall  be 
issued,  signed  by  the  President  and  Treas- 
urer and  impressed  with  the  Corporate 
Seal.  The  stock  shall  be  deemed  personal 
property  and  may  be  transferred  at  pleas- 
ure, provided  that  the  option  of  purchasing 
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such  stock  shall  first  be  given  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  on  behalf  of  the  Club.  The 
party  so  transferring  shall  cease  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Club.  No  assignee  of  stock 
or  representative  of  a  deceased  stockholder 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  mem- 
bership, or  to  vote  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Club,  or  in  any  way  or  manner  to  control 
or  interfere  in  its  affairs,  unless  he  has 
been  regularly  elected  a  member  of  the 
Club  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  prescribed 
and  has  paid  the  initiation  fee.  Each  mem- 
ber of  the  Club  shall  be  entitled  to  but  one 
vote  irrespective  of  the  number  of  shares 
of  stock  held  by  him. 

The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  assess 
members  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  in  any  one  year  in  addition  to  their 
dues. 

IX. 

Rules. 

The  rules  and  regulations  adopted  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Governors 
shall  have  the  force  of  By-Laws  until 
changed  or  repealed. 


By-Laws. 


Initiation  Fee  and  Dues. 

Each  member  shall  pay  an  initiation  fee 
of  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars.  The  an- 
nual dues  shall  be  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  ($125.00)  dollars,  payable  on  May  1st 
in  each  year. 

The  wives,  unmarried  daughters  and  minor 
sons  of  members  shall  be  allowed  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Club  without  further  payment 
subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  made 
by  the  House  Committee  and  the  Lawn 
Tennis  and  Golf  Committee.  Annual  dues 
of  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars  only  may  be 
paid  by  the  members  not  wishing  Lawn 
Tennis  or  Golf  privileges. 

Should  any  member  fail  to  pay  his  annual 
dues  before  the  1st  of  July  he  shall  be 
notified  of  his  delinquency  and,  should  he 
fail  to  pay  the  same  within  fourteen  days 
from  the  time  of  notification,  he  shall  cease 
to  be  a  member  and  his  name  shall  be 
erased  from  the  rolls  of  the  Club. 

He  may  be  restored  to  membership  by 
the  Board  of  Governors  on  subsequent  pay-

ment  and  satisfactory  excuse  for  his  failure. 

After  the  election  of  each  member  the 
Secretary  shall  forthwith  notify  him  thereof 
and  request  him  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
the  amount  of  his  initiation  fee  and  dues. 

Should  the  initiation  fee  and  dues  not  be 
paid  within  thirty  days  after  notice  has 
been  sent  by  the  Secretary  the  election 
shall  be  treated  as  void. 

The  dues  of  members  residing  at  a  dis- 
tance and  not  arriving  in  the  County  shall 
be  remitted  on  application;  but  dues  of 
members  visiting  the  County  for  a  period 
less  than  six  weeks  shall  be  at  the  rate  of 
one  dollar  per  day  for  Club  privileges.  Should 
Golf  and  Lawn  Tennis  privileges  be  desired 
a  further  charge  of  one  dollar  per  day  shall 
be  made  . 

II. 

Associate  Members,  Non-Resident  Members 
and  Visitors. 

The  Board  of  Governors  may  at  any  time 
admit  as  visitors  persons  remaining  in 
Lenox  temporarily  on  such  terms  as  may 
be  thought  proper. 
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Persons  of  either  sex  more  than  eighteen 
years  of  age  may  be  elected  as  Associate  or 
Non-Resident  Members.  Any  woman  per- 
manently or  temporarily  residing  within  ten 
miles  of  Lenox  or  any  man  not  a  land  holder 
within  the  same  radius  may  be  elected  an 
associate  member  and  shall  pay  the  same 
dues  as  a  member  but  shall  be  exempt  from 
initiation  fees.  Associate  and  non-resident 
members  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  a 
member  except  the  right  to  attend  the  meet- 
ings or  to  vote. 

Any  man  or  woman  residing  more  than 
ten  miles  from  Lenox  may  be  elected  as  a 
non-resident  member  and  shall  pay  dues  of 
thirty  ($30.00)  dollars  annually;  but  if  such 
non-resident  member  spend  more  than  six 
weeks  in  any  one  year  within  ten  miles  of 
Lenox  he  shall  be  liable  for  full  membership 
dues  for  that  year.  Men  or  women  tempor- 
arily in  Lenox  may  be  elected  as  visitors 
and  shall  pay  dues  of  thirty  ($30.00)  dollars 
monthly  or  one  dollar  per  day  for  a  shorter 
period  for  the  privileges  of  the  Club. 

Should  Golf  and  Lawn  Tennis  privileges 
be  desired  a  further  charge  of  one  dollar  per 
day  shall  be  made. 
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Visitors  shall  be  registered  in  a  book  kept 
for  that  purpose  with  the  name  of  the 
member  introducing  them  and  the  time  they 
propose  to  remain  and  shall  be  subject  to 
all  the  rules  governing  members;  but  the 
Board  of  Governors  shall  have  the  power  to 
revoke  the  admission  of  any  visitor  at  their 
discretion.  No  member  of  the  Board  shall 
introduce  a  visitor  for  a  longer  period  than 
two  weeks.  The  members  introducing  a 
visitor  shall  be  responsible  for  his  bills 
until  he  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board; 
but  no  visitor  shall  be  admitted  for  a  longer 
period  than  two  weeks  whose  name  is  not 
approved  by  the  Board. 

The  name  of  a  visitor  proposed  for  more 
than  two  weeks,  with  the  name  of  the 
member  proposing  him,  shall  be  posted  on 
the  bulletin  board  for  a  week  before  the 
visitor  is  approved  by  the  Board. 

No  visitor  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the 
Club  for  more  than  seven  days  in  any  con- 
secutive month  unless  his  name  shall  have 
been  passed  upon  by  the  House  Committee. 

Visitors  desiring  Golf  and  Lawn  Tennis 
privileges  only  may  be  introduced  by  any 
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member  or  associate  member  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  shall 
pay  one  dollar  per  day,  five  dollars  per  week, 
thirty  dollars  for  the  season,  or  fifty  dollars 
for  a  family  season  subscription,  admitting 
wives,  unmarried  daughters  and  minor  sons. 

III. 

Introductions. 
Any  member  may  introduce  suitable  per- 
sons (being  non-residents  of  Lenox)  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Club  without  charge  by 
placing  their  names  in  a  book  prepared  for 
that  purpose.  Such  introductions  shall  not 
extend  beyond  the  period  of  one  day  in  four 
weeks  and  such  introducers  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  their  guests. 

IV. 
Games. 
No  games  which  the  Board  of  Governors 
shall  interdict  shall  be  played  in  the  Club 
House;  nor  shall  any  game  of  any  descrip- 
tion whatever  be  permitted  in  any  of  the 
public  rooms  in  the  Club  House  on  Sunday. 
The  house  shall  be  closed  at  such  time  as 
the  House  Committee  may  direct. 
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V. 
Books  and  Magazines. 
No  member  or  subscriber  shall  take  away 
from  the  Club  for  any  reason  whatever  any 
book,  pamphlet,  newspaper,  or  other  article, 
the  property  of  the  Corporation,  under  pen- 
alty of  expulsion. 

VI. 
Dogs. 
No   dogs    shall   be    allowed    in   the    Club 
House. 

VII. 
Billiards. 
No  one  is  allowed  to  play  more  than  two 
games  of  billiards  if  others  are  waiting  for 
the  table. 

VIII. 

Indebtedness  to  Corporation. 
No  credit  shall  be  given  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars  nor  to  any  member  or 
visitor  whose  indebtedness  amounting  to 
more  than  ten  dollars  shall  remain  unpaid 
four  weeks  after  due  notice. 
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No  supplies  shall  be  furnished  to  a  mem- 
ber whose  credit  is  suspended. 

Statements  of  indebtedness  of  members 
and  visitors  shall  be  rendered  monthly 
and  shall  be  posted,  if  unpaid,  fifteen  days 
after  the  notice. 

Indebtedness  not  discharged  during  the 
term  of  subscription  shall  render  a  visitor 
ineligible  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club  until 
after  satisfactory  explanation. 

IX. 

Enforcement  op  Rules. 
Any  member  or  visitor  infringing  the 
rules  or  regulations  of  the  Club,  or  refusing 
or  neglecting  to  pay  his  indebtedness  to  the 
Corporation  as  specified  in  By-Law  VIII., 
or  conducting  himself  in  a  manner  unbe- 
coming a  gentleman,  shall  be  subject  to  sus 
pension  or  expulsion  upon  vote  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Governors.  Upon  the  written  request  of 
any  five  members  of  the  Club  the  Board  of 
Governors  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Club,  by  a  written  notice  to  each  mem- 
ber in  the  United  States  whose  address  is

known,  and  to  the  offender  against  whom 
the  complaint  has  been  made  and  not  acted 
upon  by  the  Board  of  Governors  and  at  such 
meeting  the  circumstances  of  the  case  shall 
be  considered  and  a  member  may  be  ex- 
pelled by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present. 

Every  member  of  the  Club  shall  leave  his 
address  with  the  Secretary  and  a  notice 
mailed  to  such  address  shall  be  a  legal 
notice  for  all  purposes  of  the  Club.  In  de- 
fault of  such  addresses  notices  shall  be 
posted  in  the  Lenox  Post  Office  and  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  received  ten  days  after 
mailing. 


Altebation  of  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

The  Constitution  or  any  By-Law  of  the 
Club  may  be  amended,  or  a  new  By-Law 
made,  at  any  stated  or  special  meeting  of 
the  Club,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  provided  a  notice  of  such 
proposed  amendment  or  By-Law  be  posted 
upon  the  notice  board  at  least  two  weeks 
preceding   the   said   meeting,   which   notice 
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shall  contain  the  substance  of  the  proposed 
change. 

XL 

Printing  By-Laws. 
The  By-Laws  of  the  Club,  or  such  of  them 
as  the  Board  of  Governors  may  designate, 
shall  be  printed,  framed   and  posted. 

XII. 

Standing  Committees. 
There  shall  be  three  standing  committees: 
The  House  Committee; 
The  Golf  and  Lawn  Tennis  Committee; 
The  Auditing  Committee. 
The  Board  of  Governors  as  soon  as  may 
be  after  each  annual  meeting  shall  appoint 
the    members    of    all    standing    committees 
who    shall   hold   office   until   the   next   suc- 
ceeding annual  meeting  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed. 

Vacancies  occurring  during  the  year  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of  not 
more  than  five  members,  of  which  the  Presi- 
dent or  Acting  President  shall  be  one.     It 
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shall  be  its  duty,  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  Board  of  Governors,  to  engage  and  dis- 
miss all  employees,  except  those  employed 
by  the  Golf  and  Lawn  Tennis  Committee; 
purchase  all  supplies,  audit  bills,  regulate 
all  salaries  and  wages,  enforce  the  By-Laws 
and  House  Rules,  receive  complaints  and 
have  the  general  management  of  the  Club 
House  and  grouuds. 

It  shall  have  charge  of  ordering  books, 
newspapers  and  magazines,  and  be  respon- 
sible for  their  care.  It  shall  publish  such 
house  rules  as  may  seem  to  it  necessary. 

All  complaints  shall  be  made  in  writing 
to  the  House  Committee.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  House  Committee  to  inquire 
into  and  report  to  the  Governing  Committee 
all  violations  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
by  members  and  visitors  and  to  make 
such  recommendations  as  they  may  deem 
expedient. 

The  Golf  and  Lawn  Tennis  Committee 
shall  consist  of  three  members  of  the  Club 
whose  chairman  must  be  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Governors. 

It  shall  be  its  duty,  subject  to  the  control 
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of  the  Board,  to  take  charge  of  the  Golf 
Links  and  Lawn  Tennis  Courts,  to  appoint 
and  dismiss  the  Golf  and  Lawn  Tennis  em- 
ployees, to  publish  such  regulations  as  may 
seem  to  it  to  be  necessary  and  it  shall  have 
summary  power  of  suspending  any  one  vio- 
lating such  rules  until  the  Board  acts  in  the 
premises. 

The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of 
two  members. 

It  shall  be  its  duty  to  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  Treasurer  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Board  of 
Governors  may  direct.  It  shall  make  a  re- 
port to  the  Club  at  the  annual  meeting  or 
when  required  to  do  so  by  the  Board. 

XIII. 
Employees. 
No  fees  are  allowed  to  be  given  to  the 
employees  of  the  Club. 

XIV. 

Honorary  Visitors. 
The  House  Committee  may  admit  by  in- 
vitation as  visitors  of  the  Club,  for  periods 
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of  not  more  than  three  months,  such  dis- 
tinguished strangers  as  they  may  think 
proper  and  may  renew  such  invitations  at 
their  discretion. 

XV. 

Honorary  Members. 
The  Board  of  Governors  shall  have  the 
power  to  elect  as  an  Honorary  Member  of 
the  Club  any  one  who  may,  by  their  unan- 
imous vote  at  any  regular  or  called  meeting 
of  the  Board,  be  deemed  entitled  to  this  dis- 
tinction, such  Honorary  Member  to  be 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  Dues. 
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
